tions of voters. He refuses, peremptorily, all 
appeals that he should interfere with their 
cm-else of that right. But, while conceding 
this point, he is also conscious that the ex- 
clusive power and authority of admitting 
Senators and Represntatives to scats in Con- 
gress, i* vested by tho constitution in the 
respective branches of th* National Legisla- 
ture; and in that fraternal spirit which leads 
him so earnestly in the work of restoring 
national peace and harmony, bo warns 
these people of tho insurgent States who are 


lufsly throw away in vain attempt to baffle 
and defeat the determined will of (lie whok 
nation. 


The people of the North certainly have no 
ausc to fesr that they will bo betrayed bj 
the President's wise nnd consistent policy.— 
The last Congress, in which the opposition 
was stronger than it will be in tho nest, wa 
firm upon this point. It refused recognition 
to Louisiana and Arkansas, whoso State con 
stitutions did not come up to the standard o 
politiral justice. It went further.
